Aulus 
Vitellius, who was proclaimed Emperor of Rome about the 
Aixty-ninth year of the Chriſtian æra, was a' monſter of 
cruelty. | After the battle of Bebriaeum, he delayed. his 
ſtay at that place, with no other view, than that he might 
feaſt his, brutal eyes with the ſcattered and mangled limbs 
of the ſlain, with the fight of the earth ſtill reeking with 
human blood; and, in ſhort, with ſuch a ſpectacle as in 
every boſom, not totally callous to humanity, at onte Xx. 
eites horror and pity. The pleaſure he received from this 
inhuman ſcene, overpowered every other feeling, inſomuch 
that he perceived not the infection of the air eig the un⸗ 
burried dead. When his military companions,” leſs ſavage 
than himſelf, complained of their infectious ſituation, he re- 
plied: The fragrance of a dead enemy is always 
e apreeable.” He immediately ordered wine to be di- 
ſtributed among his ſoldiers, and the Emperor and his arm 
were companions in drunkenneſs. It appeared to him, that 
the Imperial dignity confiſted only in gluttony ; and he 
even contracted the habit of encouraging the motions Which 
nature kindly makes to relieve. an overloaded ſtomach.
